Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Segawa discloses that a tungsten silicide layer is 
formed at a temperature from 500 to 600 degrees Celsius. The tungsten silicide layer and the silicon oxide layer are both formed from a 
SH2CI2 gas. The tungsten silicide film and the silicon oxide film almost have the same deposition temperature (Column 14, lines 5- 
9).Therefore, this reads on the applicant's limitation of depositing a dielectric cap layer over the metallic silicide film at a temperature 
below about 600 degrees Celsius .
